In February, 1957 * a conf identiaJ. informant 
advised that the "Nation of Islam 11 is an organization 
composed entirely of Negroes which was organized in 1930 
in Detroit, Michigan, The national leader is Elijah Muhammad, 
who claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America. ■ According to Muhammad, the 
purpose of the organization is to establish an independent 
black nation in the United States . 

Members follow the teachings of Muhammad, which are 
allegedly based on his interpretation of the "Koran," They 
are taught that there is no sych thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negro race is the original race on earth and is 
Asiatic in origin and nature; that they are not citizens of 
the United States but merely slaves; that the white race, 
referred to as "white devils," is inferior to the Negro "race- 
but has exploited the Negroes , imposed slave names upon them, 
withheld from them the history of their true identity and 
culture, and, as a consequence, must, and will be destroyed in 
the approaching "War of Armageddon," 

In the. past,' officials and members of the "Nation of 
Islam, 11 including Elijah Muhsgfmmad, have refused to register 
under the provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have 
declared that members owe no allegiance to the United States ♦ 

In Januaxy, 1957* another confidential informant 
related that Muhammad stated that upon advice of legal a^unsel^ 
he had tempered his personal statements and instructions to 
his ministers concerning the tenets and principles of this 
organization in order to avoid prosecution by the Government 
for violation of the laws of the United States; However, he 
has not indicated any fundamental changes are proposed In the 
teachings of the organization.

Another source of information advised on March 22, 
1957 j that Muhammad's Temple of Islam, Incorporated, 
Temple No. 7, 102 West ll6th Street, New York, New York, 
is the New York City affiliate of the Nation of Islam 
under Elijah Muhammad of Chicago, Illinois. 

On April 30, 1957, the first source of information 
mentioned above advised that the Fruit of Islam (FOI) is a 
group within the Nation of Islam composed of all able-bodied 
male members of the Nation of Islam. The purpose of the 
FOI is to protect officials and property of the Nation of 
Islam, assure compliance of members with Nation of Islam 
teachings, and to prepare for the "War of Armageddon." 
Members of the FOI are required to participate in military 
drill and are afforded the opportunity to engage in judo 
training. The FOI is governed by a military system wherein 
the members are controlled by general orders similar to those 
issued by regular military organizations.

MUSLIM CULT OF ISLAM, ALSO 
KNOWN AS MUHAMMAD'S 
TEMPLES OF ISLAM 



On June 23, 1958, a source advised that Nation of 
Islam Temple No. 7, 102 West 116th Street, New York, New York, 
is the New York City' affiliate of the Nation of Islam (NOI), 
formerly referred to as the Muslim Cult of Islam and 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam, under the direction and control 
of Elijah Muhammad, the national leader of the NOI with 
headquarters at Chicago,- Illinois. This source further 
advised that the Nation of Islam Temple No. 7 was founded 
in New York shortly following World War II. 

In February, 1957* a source advised that the 
"Nation -of Islam" is an organization composed entirely of 
Negroes whioh was organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. 
The national leader is Elijah Muhammad, who claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the 
so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of 
North America. According to Muhammad, the purpose of the 
organization is to establish an independent black nation 
in the United States, 

Members follow the teachings of Muhammad, which are 
allegedly based on his interpretation of the "Koran/ 1 They * 
are taught that there is no such thing as a Negro ; that the 
so-called Negro race is the original race on earth and is 
Asiatic in origin and nature j that they are not citizens of 
the United States but merely slaves j that the white race, _ 
referred to as "white devils, " is inferior to the Negro 
race but has exploited the Negroes, imposed slave names, 
upon them, withheld from them the history of their true 
identity and culture, and, as a consequence, must and will 
be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the "tJation 
of Islam, " including Elijah Muhammad, have refused to register 
under the provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have 
declared that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

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NATION OF IS3LAM (CONT'D) 



In January, 1957, another confidential informant 
related that Muhammad stated that upon advice of legal 
counsel, he had tempered his personal statements and 
instructions to his ministers concerning the tenets and 
principles of this organization in order to avoid prosecution 
by the Government for violation of the laws of the United 
States. However, he has not indicated any fundamental changes 
are proposed in the teachings of the organization. 

On April 30, 1957, the second source of information, 
mentioned above, advised that the Fruit of islam (FOI) is a 
group within the Nation of islam composed of all able-bodied 
male members of the Nation of Islam. The purpose of the 
FOI is to protect officials and property of the NOI, assure 
compliance of members with NOI teachings, and to prepare 
for the "War of Armageddon." Members of the FOI are required 
to participate in military drill and are afforded the 
opportunith to engage In judo training. The FOI is 
governed by a military system wherein the members are 
controlled by general orders similar to those issued by 
regular military organizations.

The MGT 
is similar in structure to the FRUIT OF ISLAM, which is 
composed of all male members of the NOI, in that the MGT has 
officers similar to military organizations to whom other 
female members are accountable. MGT members receive 
instructions in homemaking, hygiene, calisthenics, and 
other subjects such as Muslim history and the English 
language.

York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) and Minister of NOI Mosque #7, New York, who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced m 
New York City .on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI) . The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this public statement MALCOLM X 
urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violeme when 
it ?.b necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies ir. areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect thera. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
196-;, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting, of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
.Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

During an. appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, justice, and equality for Negroes. He stated 
that Islam was the religious philosophy of the MMI, while 
the political, economic and social philosophy was black 
nationalism.

On May 5, 1964, a source advised that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) affiliate in New York City is known as 
Mosque #7, also known as Temple #7 » and is located at 
102 West 116th Street, New York City.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly- 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at si public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New 
York City. 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all" people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
May, 1963. 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the initial objective is to 
"internationalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 
The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of education., 
politics, culture, economics and social reform. 

On August 19, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the headauarters of the OAAU are located in MMI head- 
quarters, Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue, New Yprk 
City.

The second source stated that during the evening 
it was announced that Malcolm X*s wife, Betty, was unable 
to appear at the benefit show because she was out of the 
country, A telegram sent by Betty Little was read to the 
audience in which she thanked all those who made this 
benefit show possible. 

The New York "Courier", a Negro weekly newspaper 
dated April 24, 1965, contained an article captioned, 
"Who Paid for Mrs. X*s Moslem Trip to Mecca?" This article 
stated that "Many questions are being asked by followers of 
the assassinated Malcolm X following his widow's trip to 
Saudi Arabia at a time when she was described as * penniless and 
destitute 5 at the time of the slain Black Nationalist leader's 
death.

Rumors have circulated that her trip may have 
been sponsored by several African nations which Malcolm 
visited within the last two years. A name that keeps 
cropping up among the alleged sponsors of her trip is Gamal 
Nasser, ruler of the United Arab Republic, and also a good 
friend of her late husband.
